Manitoulin has always been qa | special place for the Ofthwe and 
Odawa (Ottawa) DuaiGns, as they believed t was the Home of thetr 
Great Spirit, Manitou, after whom the tslana ts named. 


The Ojibwe quad Odawa shared the sqme territory and had many similar 
Customs. Joday they are usually referred to as Oftbwe bLecqusé Chat 

ts the Common lqnguage spoken. The Ojibwe were a very peaceful 
aie who lived a nomadtt Lfe depending matuly on Aunting and 
WS Ue JShetr family and tribal affairs were highly organized qua 
greatly tmpressed the carly white man. Because of Ler ficiency 
qua reliabtlity, the fur trade im the area prospered. 


Jn te 1880'S qs whtte settlers began moving_farther north, the Tnaiaus’ 
tradttioual Aunting grounds were threatened Ly lumbering, read 
building and Clearing for farms. HHeetings were Feld between 
goverument officials ana tribal chiefs to try ond resolve these 

land problems. Treaties were wentuglly signéd whereby areas of 
Jona, Called reserves, were deeded Lo the ugrious Jrdian bands 
Joday, most of the Wanctoulin blond Ofthwe lve on one of five 
reserves — Shesheqwauing, West Bay, Sheguiqndah, Sucker sake or 
Wtkwemtkong, the only rinceded reserve tn North Nmerica. 


The Ojibwe are becoming increasingly qware of their anigue cultural 
qud fAistorical heritage. The Oft6bwe Cultural Foundguou at the West 
Bay Indian Keserve ts helping Jndianus from many reserves re-leqru 
nearly forgotten skills qua arts. They are encouraging grtists to 
illustrate thetr special natural qnad spiritual insights; they gre 
helping to orgautze Craft, song qnad dance workshops. They are 
writing down some of the ola legends quad medicine recipes that 
have only been passed on by word of mouth. Most anportant, they 
qre helping to ttach the Ojibwe language - both Spoken quad written - 
wm their schools. 


Uisitors are qlways welcome al the Ojthwe Cultural Foundation, 
where txgmples of Jndianu art, Craft qud Lecrature gre acsplayca 
and qvacdable for purchase. There gre also several Shops that 

ature Jndian crafts on Wtqnttoulin Jsland, along the highway to 
Espanola and wn jopermory where bead work, miniqture birch batk 
canoes, jewelry, blankets, stone and quill work, Laskets étc. are sold.
